English Mail. 

(Per steamer North Pacific) 

G.G.M. writes to the "Duily Nuws:" 
"It would be well that tlio attention 
of tlio Primate and the public should 
bo drawn to a work entitled, "Ques- 
tions for Soif-ojcaininiitions, edited by 
a Committee of Clergy. This book is 
put iuto the hands of young girls be- 
ing prepared for confirmation. Now 
I know not, and have no wish to know 
—who this 'Committee of Clergy' 
are, but that stieb' demoralizing litera- 
ture should bo put into the hands of 
young girls is a disgrace and a shame." 

The St. Petersburg "Globe" furi- 
ously attacks the Earl of Derby for au- 
thorizing the British Consuls on the 
Dauube to collect proofs of Itussian 
cruelties. 

The Metropolitan Board of Works 
has approved of the architectural 
plans of the grand hotel which is to 
be built on Northumberland avenue, 
Charing Cross. The estimated cost of 
the hotel is .£150,000. 

The "switrm of potato beetles, on 
the quays of Dublin," reported by 
cable, turns out to havo been "one 
large beetle" crawling on a ship's rig- 
ging— and of this alatmiug entiety, the 
London "Globe" says:— "The sup 
posed Colorado beetle which was found 
on Dublin Quay lias boon examinod by 
tho ethnologist of tho Royal Dublin 
Society, who pronounced it not to be a 
Colorado beetle, but a stone beetle." 

M. Garabatttv, in reply to a deputa- 
tion of Trench residents in Switzer- 
land which waited on him last Sunday, 
exprossed the greatest confidence in 
the victory of the Republicans in tho 
coming elections:— "Tell your fellow- 
citizens," he said, "thero is no sort of 
doubt about the issue of the struggle. 
Thero will bo no troubles; no illegal 
acts to give excuse for violence." 

At Glasgow, a wholesale news agent 
and two retail agents have pleaded 
guilty to Helling a penny pamphlet 
containing extracts from "The Priests 
in Absolution," published by tho So- 
ciety of the Holy Cross. Tho extracts 
being grossly indecent, tho Stipen- 
diary Magistrate imposed tho full pen- 
alty under the Glasgow Police Act, 
viz, £2 each, or fourteen days' impris- 
onment. 

Lord Colerid^o has passed sentence 
upon tho Rev. William James Vernon, 
vicar of Syding, for a ciiminal libel 
on the Rev. G. Whitehead, curate of 
AthoriiiKton, North Devon. His Lord 
Bbip said a worse or more malignant 
endeavour to asperso tho character of 
another had never come before him. 
Tho prosecutor was sixteen years ago 
ordained by tho Bishops of Lichfield 
and Exeter, and was now libelled as a 
worthless, drunken character, as an 
impostor, and a discarded policeman. 
Ho was also described in a school-book 
by tho defendant as a thief and a fel- 
onious conspirator. The pamphlet 
which the defendant had written was 
from beginning to end full of abusivo 
calumnv. Mr. Vernon, he said, must 
bo imprisoned for two months as a first 
cla«s misdemeanant. His Lordship 
certified for costs against tho defend- 
ant, who cried in the dock and seemed 
to feel his position acutely. 

Mrs. George Burns, wife of ono of 
tho founders of tho Cunard Company, 
died at Glasgow on tho 2nd, at tho ago 
of eighty- four, having celebrated her 
golden wedding five years before. She 
was a woman of active intellect and 
much force of character, and a most 
indefatigable and generous friend of 
the poor. Her husband and two sons, 
Messrs. John and James Clelland 
Burns, tho eminent steamship owners, 
survive her. 

It mny inlorCBt some of our renders 
to know, on the authority of "Truth," 
that by a new and subtle process tho 
signature and tho amount of a cheque 
can ho entirely obliterated and a fresh 
amount substituted without tho least 
chance of detection.

THE INDIAN WAR. 
Helena, Mon, Aug. 8.—W. J. M. 
Oormick, of Missoula, writes to Gov. 
Potts on tho 6th as follow*: A courier 
arrived from Howard at C o'clock this 
evening. Ho left Howard yesterday 
morning and thinks Howard will camp 
near the summit, between Lolo and 
Clearwater, to night, distant about 50 
milos from tho mouth of tho Lolo. The 
courier reports that Joseph, with over 
ono-half of the fighting men force, has 
gone to tho head of Bitter Root valley, 
by Elk City trail, and will form a junc- 
tion with Looking Glass and White 
Bird nearjlloss Hole. Ho 'says Howard 
has 750 men aud 450 pack mules, and 
is moving forward as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 

Advices from upper Bitter Root say 
tho Indians will camp to-night in Ross 
Hole. Gibbon is following rapidly, 

Other advices say tbat tho Indians 
were still at Doolittle's, 1G miles above 
Corvallis, aud Gibbon expected to 
strike them on the morning of tho 7th 
before they broke camp. The courier 
says tho hostiles have Mrs. Manuel 
with them as the.property of a petty 
chief called Cucusenilo.

Chicago, Aug. 9.— Tho Tribune's Lon- 
don .special nays: — Osman Puslia is report- 
ed to have beaten li in foes. The Russians 
could not force him to ho the assailant 
and they were compelled to strike at their | 
dangerous antagonist on Tuesday. The 
Grand Dake directed bis troops to ad- 
vance upon the Ottoman position. Osman 
Pasha moved his army closer to Loftseha 
bo riR to hold back his loft, cover tho wood 
to Sopia and get near f as Balkan passes. 
A suitable fighting position was found 
near VJudina between Ostein and tho Vid, 
His right was protected by Osmri and tho 
town of LoflBoha, and bis left was so dis 
posed and entrenched as rendered tho 
turning movement perilous if not imprac- 
ticable. Here ho calmly awaited the Rus- 
sian onslaught, Enl.v on Tuesday morn- 
irig the engagement began with a fi^rcn 
artillery fire, and when in tho judgment 
of his opponent the inonibtit had arrived 
to overwhelm the despised Ottomans, the 
infantry were thrown into the tight. All 
day so long ns light lastod the buttle rag- 
ed , but when the sun went down behind 
him Oaman Pasha, for the third or fourth 
time in his brief campaign, htood victor- 
oti.H. Details of losses have not yet come 
t'> hand.

Car- 
riages were provided and tho mob assem- 
bled at Taylorvillo; but their plan was 
thwarted by the prompt action of tho mil- 
itia, which took possession of the posso, 
delivering them up this morning tu the 
sheriff of Wilkesbarre. 

Columbus, Ohio, Aug. 9. — Unsigned 
circulars havo boon issued in this city 
calling a meeting of workingmun next Ka- 
turday to nominate a full county ticket, 
including two members of the legislature.

EUROPE 
Bucharest, Aug. 4. — A correspond- 
ent, reviewing the situation, says he 
thinks the panic in Roumania ground- 
less. Tho Plevna defeat will certain- 
ly bo retrieved. Discussing tho Rus- 
sian chance of holding positions in 
tho Balkans if obliged to retire to 
them, a London 'Times' correspond- 
ent, who recently passed through 
Sobipka pass, telegraphs that it is 
strongly occupied aud fortified. There 
are already within it many trains of 
provisions aud forage. Prince Mirsky 
and Gen. Gourka might hold it for a 
fortnight cn full rations. 

London - , Aug. 4. — A dispatch from 
Sukum Kaleh, August 3rd, says the 
Turkish frigate Mannadich bombard- 
ed the Russian batteries at Tchamchira 
on the 30th nit., silencing every Rus- 
sian gun. Tho Mannadich was con- 
siderably damaged, and several of the 
crew killed and wounded. 

Near Tchamchira were 0,000 Turks 
iu a critical position, owing to the ad- 
vance of tho Russian army. Hobart 
Pasha embarked tho entire force safe- 
ly on tho 1st inst. undercover of guus 
of tho fleet. This completes tho with- 
drawal of the Turkish military expedi- 
tion to Caucusus. Hobart Pasha has 
command of tho entire Black Sea 
forces, consisting of 20 men-of-war aud 
transports.' 

New Youk, Aug. 5.-- -The Turkish 
minister has received from Constanti- 
nople a dispatch officially denying the 
report that Russian wounded were kill- 
ed on tho battlefield of Plov a. 

St. Petebsbubq, Aug. i.- -The ukase 
has been issued ordering tho immedi- 
ate mobilization of tho entire corps of 
Imperial Guard ami several other di- 
visions. A major portion of the Im- 
perial Guard and some of the divisions 
are to join tho army in Bulgaria with- 
out delay. The remainder go to rein- 
force tho army of tho Caucasus. An- 
other ukase signed by the Czar at 
Biela, July 22d, orders a levy of 188,- 
000 of landwehr. Tho levies meet 
with much enthusiasm. 

New Yobk, Ausr. i— Tho Turkish min- 
ister of foreign affairs has sent a circular 
to Turkish representatives abroad recit- 
ing tile baiharous acts committed by the 
Russians, and says it is necessary that the 
civilized world should become acquaint- 
ed with these horrors, to express its in- 
dignation and to brand tliem. Inhabit 
ants of Ternis, near Tirnova, having, on 
the approach of Russians, taken refuge in 
a mosque, were burned alive iu tho en- 
closure. The Russians having met 300 
carts filled with fugitive families, destroy- 
ed them with cannon shots, ttiuu complet- 
ed then- work of extermination by mus- 
sacreing all tbn men and women thoy 
could find. In every Bubnrb or village 
occupied by Russian troops the dwellings 
of Uusselmen were uiven to the Amies. 
Tho Bulgarians, excited by the example 
of the Russians, commit ng.iin -t. the poucc- 
ful and resigned Mussulman population 
acts of barbarity and outrages still more 
atrocious and more horrible than those 
perpetrated by the invaders. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 1 — The Tribune's Lon- 
don special says: To retrieve the gr. at 
disaster at Lofucha and Plevna has now 
become an imperative necessity for the 
Russian commaudcr in-chief, for reasons 
political as well as strategical. Gloom 
and forebodings fill the Russian press, 
and the people are haunted with tho dread 
of coming evil. It may bo taken for 
granted that tho Rusuan Government 
will place thoir last regiment in tho field. 
Thcro is a prospect for ono of tho mo.-t 
fiercely eoiito.-tcd wars Europe lias ever 
seen. 

OoNSTANTlVoPLK.Aug. 7 — Mukhlar Pa- 
sha telegraphs under date of Aug 5, that 
lOtiO K-irnpuck horsemen defeated two 
Russian battalions at Domarc near Arda- 
ban. 

London, Aug. 7 — The Bosnian insur- 
rection is at an end. Insnigontii are moss- 
ing into Dalmatia, aud are being interned 
on islands in tho Adriatic. Russians are 
concentrating in great force on tho Lorn 
river. An attack on Ra-igrad is thought 
to ho imminent. It has been officially re- 
ported that the Russians are no longer 
this side of tho Balkans, According to 
official news from Oonstantinoplo Meho- 
met Ali intends to convert Risgrad into a 
fortified camp.

Sam Francisco, Aug. 7. — J. C. Daley, 
stockbroker, was shot on Montgomery 
street this morning by L. H. Hauks, con- 
sul for Guatemala. Hauks approached 
Daley from tho rear, and when abreast of 
him suddenly turned, and placing the 
pistol almost against his breast fired with- 
out warning. Tho shot struck Daley in 
tho right breast, above tho nipple, and 
ranged across towards the left side, pro- 
ducing, it is thought, a fatal wound. 
Hanks was immediately taken into custo- 
dy, while Daley was oarriod into Wake 
lee's drug store, whero ho now lies con- 
soioiiB but fast sinking. The affair is tho 
soquel of an affray atthe Palace Hotel yes- 
terday, in which Daley, his partner, Kin - - 
anda, and Hauks wero involved. Tho 
trouble originated between Hauks and 
Knranda. Daloy taking it off tho 1 at tor's 
hands. Blows wore freely exchanged, but 
tho parties wore soparated, and the shoot- 
ing this morning was tho first intimation 
that tho row was to bo renewed. Daloy is 
abont 34 years old, and has a family in 
Hartford, Couneoticut. 

Latkk. — Daloy, who was shot by Hauks 
this morning, died at Wolcelee's dru.T 
storo about three-quarters of an hoar af- 
terwards. Hauks' Statement differs ma- 
terially from that heretofore telegraphed. 
Ho statos in effect: 

Saturday evening as I wai leaving the 
olovator at the Palace hotel, Knranda ran 
rudely against me. I asked him what ho 
mo.mt by such conduct, whon ho retorted, 
faying I was no gentlemen, upon which I 
struck him. Nothing further occurred 
until Monday morning, when, as I was 
leaving tho bote! by tho Market street en- 
trance, Knranda and Daloy met me on tho 
passage where tlioy wore lying in wait for 
mo. Tho former struck mo with u cano, 
and the latter attacked me with his iisla 
without provocation on my part. I re- 
pelled tho attack and wo wero soon se- 
parated. A third party, unknown to mo 
wna also making himself very active dur- 
ing tho row, but did not attack mo. Daley 
tb.roator.od at that timo to do mo further 
injury, saving ho would "lis mo." By 
advice of friends, I prepared myself for 
any further attacks, putting tho pistol (a 
Smith & Wesson) in my pooket. This 
morning I stepped into tho Occidental 
hotel a few moments to road the account 
of yesterday's encounter in a paper, then 
crossed Montgomery street toward Mul- 
ler's storo for tlio purpose of getting a 
now pair of eyo glasses, mine having been 
lost in the light. A* I reached the oppo- 
site sidewalk, Daley approached me iu a 
threatening manner with a heavy cane in 
his hand, whon, believing it necessary to 
secure my personal safety, I fired one 
shot ut him with tho result 03 already 
known. 

Hanks statos that ho has no acquain- 
tance with either Daley or Knranda.nover 
having spoken to tho former beforo the 
encounter at the hotel; nor to Kuranda 
previous to the affair nt the elevator. Eyo 
witnesses dispute Hauks' assertion that 
Dalej* offered to attack him with a stick 
before tin? shooting. Preliminary exami- 
nation will bo hold this afternoon, when 
all fao'.s will probably bo elicited.

Tut: Channel Tunnel. — At a recent 
meeting of tho French Society of Civil 
Engineers, the proposed submarine 
tunnel between England and Franco 
was discussed. It appears that , owing 
to the geological formation of tho bed 
of the Channel and other reasons, 
it may bo expedient to truco tho tun. 
nel, not in a straight line, but in a 
curved direction. M. Larousse, a ho- 
drographioal engineer, who had boeu 
invited to attoud the sitting, gave the 
result of sonio calculations which he 
had made to determine tho amount of 
deviation which would bo likoly to 
take placo in driving galleries starting 
from opposite (shores bo that their axes 
should oxactly meet midway between 
the two shafts from which they depart. 
Allowing the maximum error which is 
at all likely to be made, oitber In 
measuring distances or in reading on 
augles, M. Larousse calculates that in 
tho caso of a straight tunnel the total 
deviation of tho axes would not exceed 
1.28 metres from tho right lino joining 
the two starting pointa. With an iu- 
diroct trace formed by straight linen 
starting from eithor cud, and joined 
in tho y outre by an arc 2.500 metres 
in length, having a radius of 2,700 
metres, tho maximum deviation of tho 
axes of the two galleries would not ex- 
ceed 4.4 metres. With an indirect trace 
formed of tivo curves the maximum de- 
viation would not bo more than 8.35 
metres, and therefore very slightly in 
excess of tho width of tho tunnel, 
which it ia proposed should ho 8 mc- 
tfea,

The Early Use of Torpedoes. 

There is a very generally received 
but erroneous notion that tiio torpedo 
is quite a recent invention nnd that 
during (ho present hostilities in the 
east it has been for the first timo em 
ployed in actual warfare. That of lato 
years torpedoes have been greatly im- 
proved is undoubtedly a fact, butnono 
the loss is it true that tho advantages 
to be gained by a judicious employ- 
ment of submarine weapons of war 
havo long been already largely used, 
and that with great etlect, both for the 
d( ice of harbors, rivers, roadsteads, 
eio od also for more actively offen- 
s; v i operations . 

; ° u ° a £'° lls tu0 lf > l u of August, 
1777, a boat was blown to pieces and 
nearly all its crew killed by the acci- 
dental explosion of a torpedo which 
had beeu used in the attempt made by 
tho Americans against tho English 
man-of-war Cerebus. In 1805 a brig 
which had boon anchored off Deal for 
the purpose of experiment in subma- 
rine explosions was destroyed in the 
presence of Mr. Pitt and a large con- 
course of spectators, by a torpedo con- 
taining one hundred and seventy 
pounds of powder. Previously,™ 1797, 
a machine had been designed by which 
to uso tho inventor's own words, he 
proposed "to impart to carcasses of 
gunpowder a progressive motion under 
water to a given point and there ox- 
plode them," and which, therefore, 
contained the gorui of tho present lo- 
comotive or fish torpedo. 

In 1807 another vessel was blown to 
pieces in Now York harbor; and final- 
ly, to come to tho employment of tor- 
pedoes ir, actual warfare, wo find that 
no fewer than seven ironclad vessels 
and eleven wooden ships of war wero 
totally destroyed during the American 
civil war by submerged torpedoos. — 
Pall Mall Gazette. 

A Shocking 1 Murder in Peru. 

A frightful murder was committed 
in Romo, at ouo o'clock this morning, 
on the person of Bignor Meregalli 
Galoazzo, Delegate of Public Security. 
The unfortunate gentleman had en- 
tered the corridor which leads to tho 
staircase of his apartments in the 
Piazzi del Santi Apostoli, and was in 
the act of mounting tho steps, when 
the assassin, armed with a long poin- 
ard, assailed him from behind and 
dealt him a blow in tho back. 

Signor G-aleazzo must havo turned 
and grappled with tho miscreant, for 
marks of a sanguinary struggle within 
an area of several yurds, and several 
fragments of the victim's clothes wore 
lying about. But the struggle was in 
vain. His lifeless corpse boro no fewer 
than tweuty-three wounds, of which 
six wero in the region of the heart. 
Only two cries oi murder woro heard 
at tho Prefecture close by, and on a 
porter and a policeman hurrying to 
the spot they saw a mau bareheaded 
rush from the house and make for the 
Forum of Trojan. 

Several persons have been arrested 
on suspicion, but tho polico have at 
present been baflled in their search for 
the murderer. SignorOaleazzo's watch 
nnd money wero intact. Ho was uni- 
versally popular. — London Daily 
News, Juno 13th. 

Vote against Disraeli. 

London, July 18.— In tho House of 
Communis last night, by 150 to 162, a 
motion that the recent appointment of 
Controller of tho Stationery Office is 
caloulated to diminish tho influence 
and usefulness of select committees of 
tho House, and discourage officials of 
the departments was crriad. The vote is 
interesting, as tho Controller, T. B. 
Piggot, was appointed directly by 
Earl Beaconsfield, who is a friend of 
his famil3'. The appointment contra- 
venes tho recommendation of a select 
Committee of the House of technical 
acquaintance with the dutieB of the of- 
fice — which Piggott has not. Tho 
"Times" speaking of the subjeet says: 
Tho results of last night cannot bo so- 
rious. Tho Ministry will havo receiv- 
ed a gentle admonition to bo n little 
more careful in their appointments. 
As Disraeli has more than once de- 
clared, it was a proud characteristic of 
genius to discern the spirit of the ape 
in which its lot was cast.
